AN EDITORIAL 

THE WASHINGTON CONFERENCE, sponsored by Joseph

Around 1987, the Interna- 
tional Longshoremen’s and 
Warehousemen’s Union, led by 
Harry Bridges, conducted a long 
series of strikes against 35 ships 
loading scrap iron bound for 
Japan. The union men did not 
ask for more pay, shorter hours, 
or for any personal benefits. They 
simply refused tc load scrap for 
Japan. They warned the ship 
owners and the labor arbitrators 
that the scrap would “come back 
in the bodies of our men.” 

The union, appealed to the 
State Department to use its 
powers, then granted by Con- 
gress, to put an embargo on all 
scrap shipment to Japan, and 
other war materials as well. In 
these strikes,’ they were sup- 
ported by the Communist Party, 
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the American League for Peace 
and Democracy, and by many. 
people's progressive organiza- 
tions, inclutling religious groups. 
All this is factual, ‘recorded his- 
tory. , 

But the men were forced to 
load the ships. The scrap went 
on to Japan, as did oil and other 
materials. When the bodies were 
brought ashore at San Francisco 
among those longshoremen un- 
loading the caskets were some 
of the former strikers.

The Peace “Offensive” 


Frightens Bill Green 


AFL PRESIDENT William Green, who in his 
77 years hasn't suffered the slightest inconvenience 
through the Spanish, Mexican and two world 
wars, wants another war, and he wants it fast. His 
big worry is the current “peace offensive” that is 
pee in the world. He has, therefore, di- 
rected the AFL's main artillery against the “of- 
fensive” lest it take hold among the rank and file 
of America’s unionists and throw the entire per- 
spective of Wall St.’s imperialism off balance. 

The above isn’t just an 
opinion. Green himself con- 
firms it fully and frankly in 
the April Federationist, the 
AFL's official organ, both in 
his lead editorial and in his 
message to the workers of. Eu- 
rope. Like all those who con- 
tend that war is. “inevitable” 
or that we are already at war, 
Green begins with the prem- 
ise that the USSR is an “ag- 

ive nation” and “began” 
the war. 

To make that falsehood “stick,” Green falls 
back on the key big lie underlying the cold war 
program. He writes that the USSR, “at every 
important turn in national events, reiterates its 
‘dogma’ that capitalism and communism cannot 
exist together in the same world.” Where does 
Green get this? I challenge him to cite anything 
like it, or even resembling it, in any statement 
of a Soviet leader or Soviet document. I don’t

| suppose Green will pay attention to a challenge 


from me. But [ would like to see some AFL 
unions challenge him to do so, at least to satisfy 
themselves on the veracity of one who professes 
to speak for labor and urges America’s workers 
to shed their blood in another war.

THERE IS NO SUCH ‘dogma’ in the USSR, 
but there is a guiding principle to the Soviet 
Union's foreign policy that is exactly the reverse. 
Stalin repeatedly said in speeches, to prominent 
Americans and newsmen that the Soviet Union 
and the capitalist world can live peacefully. 

To make his brazen falsehood appear true, 
Creen writes that-“this ‘dogma’ ignores the fact 
that they did exist together until the USSR set 
out to execute its plans for a sion.” 

Even through the garbled New York Times 
dispatches and other capitalist sources, Green 
must know that no important speech on inter- 
national affairs is made in the USSR these days 
without a reference to the principle that the USSR 
and. capitalist America can live together peacefully. 
On the other hand, there is hardly a speech 
by prominent bi-partisans here these days that 
doesn’t stress the inevitability of a war or takes 
a war for granted, as Green does. The plain truth 
is that Tt is our makers of foreign policy who ig- 
nore the Stalin-Roosevelt policy of a peaceful . 
co-existence of the USSR and the U. S. 

It is the other way around, Green is simply 
trying to lay at the USSR’s door the very inevit- 


ability of war ‘dogma’ that warmongers on this 


side of the Atlantic are fostering as the basis of 
their whole cold war poligy.

THAT BEING his objective, Green is horror- 
stricken at the “peace offensive,” as-he refers 
to the campaign of the World Federation of 
Trade Unions and the Partisans of Peace. It is 
“calculated to encourage the illusion that the 
Kremlin desires peaceful settlement of disputes 
with the United States and other nations,” shouts 
Green in his message to Europe. 

& peaceful settlement is out of the question 
and we might as well consider. ourselves at war, 
is Green's view.

FOUR PROMISING PRODUCTS of the Brooklyn farm sys- 
tem made nice debuts as regulars on Opening Day . . . but not 
for the Dodgers. They are Sam Jethroe of the Braves, Alex Carres- 
quel of the White Sox, Irv Noren of the Senators and Preston Ward 
of the Cubs, @ quartet of talent which brought about $330,000 
into whatever bank Branch Rickey uses. None of the buyers are 
complaining either. Only one who may be, complaining is Burt 
Shotten when and if Jethroe and Ward contrive to hurt the Dodgers. 
The other two are out of harm's way in the American League. 


If you spoke to any of these players he would say he was 

to be bought out of the pennant festooned Brooklyn chain. TI 
reason — more chance to break in and play ball regularly on teams 
which don’t have such productive minor league pastures. Cot that 
same angle in a little chat with Sam Calderone in the Polo Grounds, 
Catcher Sam was snatched via the draft from the Dodgers’ St. 
Paul farm. I asked him how he felt about being a Giant instead 
of a Dodger and he said: 


“It's just a question of getting a better chance to prove myself 
here. I fine treatment in the Brooklyn chain and sure got sothide 
against being a Dodger, but in the long run I'm better off going 
to a team which will use me more. My future is in playing ball. 


For Jethroe there was the added angle expressed this way, 
“Of course I would have liked to come to Brooklyn but I also am 
proud to go to Boston as the first member of my race to play there.” 

THAT SWITCH STUFF — Opening Day observation. With 
the very lefthanded Mr. Warren Spahn pitching, all four Giant runs 
were driven in by their LEFTHANDED hitters, Thompson with a 
home run, Mueller with a solid single and Lockman with a home 
run.

Think you 
picked “em wrong?” They'll level out (it says here). But in the 
meanwhile, any raggedness in the pitching start can be and should 
be directly attributed to the fantastic money hungry scheduling of 
spring exhibition games in the chilly night air, something which 
set some of the Dodger pitchers back weeks. 

Boston writer in Polo Grounds pressbox told me Ted Williams, — 
(the most seriods student of every aspect of hitting form since Hank 
Greenberg, a self-made player, hung ’em up), put a big seal of 
approval on Sam Jethroe’s plate form — but only batting lefthanded. 
He told the Brave rookie after wajching him swing both ways that 
his form, foot movement, follow through and wrist action were 
i y better lefthanded.
